CHARTER OF BAY CITY. 



To amend sections 5, 8, 10, 14, 15, 17, 26, 29, 32, 33, 35, 36, 37, 38, 40, 
41, 42, 43, 45, 46, 48, 49, 50, 53, 54, 56, 57, 62, 64, 68, 69, 70, 84, 85, 86, 
87, 89, 94, 96. 100, 102, 103, 106, 113, 134 and 135 of an act entitled 
"An act to revise an act to incorporate the city of Bay City," 
approved March 21, 1865, as amended and revised by the 
several acts amendatory and revisionary thereof, to add a 
new section thereto to stand as section 148 of said act, and to 
repeal section 101 of said act. 

Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact. That 
sections 5, 8, 10, 14, 15, 17, 26, 29, 32, 33, 35, 36, 37, 38, 40, 41, 42, 43, 
45, 46, 48, 49, 50, 53, 54, 56, 57, 62, 64, 68, 69, 70, 84. 85, 86, 87, 89, 94, 
96, 100, 102, 103, 106, 113, 134 and 135 of an act entitled "An act to 
revise an act to incorporate the city of Bay City," approved 
March 21, 1865, as amended and revised by the several acts 
amendatory and revisionary thereof, be and the same are 
hereby amended so as to read as follows ; 

Sec. 5. At the first annual election after the passage of this officers and 
act, and at each annual election thereafter, there shall be *^™^ ^^ ^^^^' 
elected one alderman in each ward of said city by the electors 
thereof, voting in their several wards, who shall hold his office 
for two years. There shall also be elected annually in each 
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ward, by the electors thereof, one supervisor and one constable, 
each of whom shall hold his office for one year. Each of said 
supervisors shall be the supervisor of the ward for which he 
was elected, with all the powers of supervisors of townships in 
this State, and subject in all respects to the provisions of law 
regulating the duties of township supervisors, except as herein 
otherwise provided. At the first annual charter election after 
the passage of this act, there shall be elected on a general city 
ticket, by the qualified electors of said city, one mayor, one 
recorder, and one treasurer, each of whom shall hold his office 
for two years ; and at every second annual election thereafter, 
unless a vacancy should sooner occur, thero shall be elected a 
mayor, a recorder, and treasurer, who shall each hold his office 
for two years. At said first annual election there shall also be 
elected on said general city ticket, a comptroller and a justice 
of the peace, each of whom shall hold his office for four years; 
«,nd at every annual election thereafter, a justice of the peace 
shall be elected, who shall hold his office for four years, and at 
every fourth annual election thereafter, unless a vacancy sooner 
occur, there shall ^be elected a comptroller, who shall hold his 
office for four years. Justices of the peace of said city shall 
have the same jurisdiction and powers, perform the same duties, 
and be subject to the same liabilities as justices of the peace of 
townships of this State, except as herein otherwise provided. 
The terms of office of said justices shall commence when 
elected and qualified. Each of said officers shall hold his office 
until his successor is elected and qualified: Provided, however. 
That all persons now holding elective office in said city, shall 
continue to hold their several offices for the remainder t)f their 
unexpired terms, and that no election shall be held for recorder, 
unless a vacancy occur, until the annual election for the year 
1882. The treasurer shall be ineligible for re-election for the 
next succeeding terra. The mayor and aldermen shall receive 
Compensation as a compensation for their services, the sum of two doUara for 
counSi!''^ *^ each session of the council, when actually in attendance. 
Appointment Qg^^ g. The council shall have power to appoint an attorney, 
by council. and a street commissioner, a director of the poor, a surveyor, 
and a chief and one or more assistant engineers for the fire 
department, and such other officers whose election is not 
specially provided for in this charter, as they may deem neces- 
sary to carry into effect the powers in this act granted: 
Provided, That in case of a tie by the council in such appointment 
the mayor shall have a right to vote. Any person so appointed 
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to any office may be removed therefrom by the council upon a 
two- thirds vote of the members elect. Any person hold- 
ing office by ^lection, except the mayor, recorder, and 
justice of the peace, may be removed therefrom by the B&me\Y the 
council for corrupt or willful malfeasance or misfeasance <5°"^°^i- 
in office, or for willfully neglecting the duties of his office, 
or for any violation of any of the ordinances of the coun- 
cil by a two-thirds vote of the aldermen elect. In such 
case the reasons for removal shall be entered in the records of 
the council with the names and votes of the members voting on 
the question. No officer holding office by election shall be 
removed by the council unless first furnished with a copy of 
the charges against him in writing and allowed to be heard in 
his defense with the aid of counsel. The council shall have 
power to issue subpoenas, under the hand of the mayor or their 
chairman, to compel the attendance of witnesses and the pro- 
duction of papers, and shall proceed within twenty days after 
the service of a copy of the charges to hear and determine the 
same. If such offi<5er shall neglect to appear and answer such 
charges his default shall be deemed good cause for removal. 
Every person appointed by the council shall take and subscribe 
the constitutional oath of office and file the same with the 
recorder within ten days after such appointment. Every person 
so appointed shall execute an official bond or undertaking in officiaibond of 
the manner and within the time which may be prescribed by 
the council.

the first meeting in April, 1883, or as soon thereafter as may 
be ijonvenient, three persons, electors, and practicing physi- 
cians who, together with the mayor and recorder, shall consti- 
tute the board of health of Bay City. The three phvsicians 
first appointed shall hold their oflftces respectively for the terms 
of one, two, and three years from May 1, 1883, and annually 
after 1883 at the first meeting in April or as soon thereafter as 
convenient a member of said board, with the like qualifications, 
shall be appointed on the nomination of the mayor, who shall 
hold his office for the term of three years from May 1. Vacan- 
cies in said board shall be filled in the same manner that ap- 
pointments are made as herein provided. The board of health 
thus constituted for the purpose of organization and manage- 
ment of its department, shall have all the authority ordinarily 
pertaining to such bodies, and also to appoint one of their 
number a secretary as an executive officer, who shall be known 
as the health officer of Bay City. The health officer shall be 
selected with special reference to his knowledge of chemistry, 
hygiene, and sanitary matters. Said health officer may be re- 
moved from office by the board of health, a majority of its 
members voting for such removal. The members of said board 
of health shall serve without compensation, but the health 
officer shall receive an annual salary to be fixed by the com- 
mon council. Said board of health shall, on or before the 
twentieth day in July in each year, report to the comptroller, 
to be by him transmitted to the council, an estimate of the 
money necessary to defray the expenses of such board during 
the ensuing fiscal year. The council shall have the power to 
raise by taxation the amounts so estimated, or such part thereof 
as may be approved, in the same manner as other general city 
taxes are levied and collected, and they shall have authority to 
make all such by-laws and regulations for the government of 
such board of health and for the preservation of the health of 
the inhabitants of said city as shall insure a prompt and 
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efficient discharRe of the duties imposed^ upon the board by 
this act.

The board of police commissioners o/^l^tefSmi 
shall have power to appoint a chief, and one or pSRce. ' 
more captains of police, and such number of po- 
licemen with pay, and such number of policemen 
or watchmen without pay, as they shall deem 
expedient, and shall have power to fix and limit Term of office. 
the term of oflSce of all persons so appointed. 
In times of special emergency or apprehended 
danger from riot or other cause of alarm, said 
board may appoint as many policemen with or o/pSiS^en* 
without pay as they shall deem expedient. 

Sec. 84. Each member of the police force ap- 
pointed by said board, shall, before entering up- 
on the duties of his office, take and subscribe the oath of office. 
oath of office prescribed by the constitution, and 
file the same with the clerk of said board ; after 
filing said official oath, the policemen so appoint- 
ed shall have power within the city limits on]y 
to serve any summons, subpoena, warrant, order, 
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Serving pro- notice, paper or process whatever issaed aa di- 
rected by any justice of the peace, recorder of 
the city, or oflScer whatsoever in execution of 
the laws of this State or ordinances of the city, 
for the prosecution of crime and the punishment 
of offenders. They shall have power to serve 
process for any violation of the city ordinances, 
and generally shall have and exercise the power 
coMervators of conscrvators of the peace, which township 
constables possess under the general laws of this 
State; but such poUcemen shall not serve any 
civil process. It shall not be lawful for the chief, 
Not to engage oapt^in, or auy member of said force to engage 
iQ^d^etective j^ auy dctcctivc work for any private person, 
firm or corporation, nor shall they in the dis* 
charge of their official duties as members of said 
police force be allowed to exceed or go outside 
of the city limits or boundaries of Bay City, and 
any member of said force so transgressing shall 
be dismissed from the force. For the time en- 
gaged in active service, each member so engaged 
shall be paid such sum as shall be recommended 
by the board and approved by the council. Pro- 
vivedy however^ That any of said officers may in 
pursuit of any criminal that has committed an 
offense in said city, follow the said offender to 
the county line of said Bay county. 
Sec. 92. The comptroller shall, at the end of 
stotement of the fiscal year ending March 22, each year make 
^ ^ "^ ' out a detailed statement of all receipts and ex- 
penditures of the coporation for the past year, 
which statement shall state particularly upon 
what accounts all moneys were received, and it 
shall also specify all appropriations made by the 
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council during the year, and the particular pur- 
poses for which each appropriation was made. 
Such statement shall be signed by the mB,yor hj^mtjor^Aud 
and recorder, and be filed in the recorder's office. 
The comptroller shall cause to be published at 
least two hundred copies in pamphlet form of his 
annual report, together with other official re- 
ports. 

Sec. 94. The mayor shall, by virtue of his Mayor author- 
office, be authorized to take the acknowledgment kg^owiedgment 
of deeds and other instruments in writing, to 
administer oaths and affirmations, and do all 
other like acts that justices of the peace are by 
law authorized to do, and may affix to any offi- 
cial certificate the seal of the city. The comp- 
troller and recorder are authorized generally to 
administer oaths and affirmations, and take affi- 
davits, and the comptroller is authorized to cer- 
tify copies of all papers in his office, and he shall 
be entitled to receive the sum of twenty-five 
cents for every certificate so made by him. 

Sec 103. The treasurer of the city shall be, Treasurer. 
by virtue of his office, the collector of all taxes 
and assessments, both general and special, levied 
and made therein ; and for that purpose, within 
ten days after his election, he shall give bonds to Bond, 
the city in such sum and with such surety or 
sureties as the council shall require and approve ; 
he fifhall also give to the treasurer of the county 
of Bay such further security as is or may here- 
after be required by law of the several township 
treasurers of this State, and for the purpose of 
the collection and r«tum of all such taxes and of 
the return of property delinquent for the non- 
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payment of taxes; the said treasurer on giving 
the bonds or surety so required, shall possess all 
the powers, and perform all the duties of the sev- 
eral township treasurers of this State as pre- 
scribed by law, and shall also perform such other 
duties respecting the collection and return of 
taxes as the council shall require; Provided^ 
however, the treasurer may sue in the name of 
the city any person to whom a tax on personal 
property is assessed at any time within six years 
after the same was assessed. He shall have 
power tp appoint one or more deputies to be 
approved by the council, and make or revoke 
such appointment at his pleasure, which appoint- 
ment and revocation shall be in writing and filed 
in the office of the recorder, and the deputy may 
perform the duties of such treasurer, and said 
deputy before entering upon the duties of his 
office shall give bonds to the city in such sum 
and with such surety or sureties as the council 
may require and approve. It shall be the duty 
of the treasurer to report to the council at the 
first meeting in October and January all delin- 
quent personal taxes. 

Sec. 2. That a new section be added to said 
act to stand as section one hundred and one of 
said act, and to read as follows : 

Sec. 101. The treasurer of Bay City shall be a 
member of the board of supervisors of 'Bay 
county and shall be entitled to the same com- 
pensation and be paid in the same manner as 
other membeirs of the said board. 

This act is ordered to take, immediate effect.

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ORDINANCES OF BAY CITY. 



STREET VENDERS. 

An Ordinance relative to street venders. 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the Common 
Council of Bay City^ That no person not a resi- 
dent of Bay City, shall sell or offer for sale, any 
goods, wares or merchandise, drugs, medicines, 
or articles of any kind, on the public streets or 
any public place in Bay City, without a hcense 
from the mayor and recorder. This section shall 
not apply to any mechanic or manufacturer resi- 
dent of Bay County, selling or offering for sale 
any article of his own construction or manufac- 
ture; nor to any person selling or offering for 
sale any vegetables, berries, fruit, butter, eggs, 
meat or fish. 

Sec. 2. Any person soliciting a license under 
the provisions of this ordinance shall pay there- 
for ten dollars for the first day and five dollars 
for each subsequent day; provided, that no 
hcense under this section shall be issued for a 
longer period than four days, and each renewal 
shall be deemed and considered a new hcense, 
and upon receiving such sum the recorder may 
grant a license to any person of good character. 
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subject to the conditions prescribed in this ordi- 
nance. (1) 

Sec. 3. Nothing in this ordinance contained, 
or in any hcense issued under the same, shall be 
construed or held to permit or allow the person 
having such license to collect a crowd in any 
street or public place, so as to obstruct travel 
therein; and should a crowd be collected, it 
shall be the duty of the marshal to disperse the 
same. 

Sec 4. Any violation of the provision of 
this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not to 
to exceed fifty dollars and costs, and by impris- 
onment in the county jail not exceeding thirty 
days, or either, in the discretion of the court, 
and if only a fine and costs be imposed, the court 
inay make a further sentence, that in default of 
the payment thereof, witliin a time to be fixed in 
such sentence, that the offender be imprisoned 
in the county jail until the payment thereof, for 
any period of time not exceeding thirty days. 

Adopted August 24th, 1869. 



NUMBERING OF BUILDINGS. 

An Ordinance relative to numbering of Buildings. 
It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City: 

Section 1. All dwelling houses or other build- 
ings erected or fronting on any street, lane« alley 
or any other public space within the city of Bay 
City, shall be numbered in accordance with the 
plan hereinafter provided. 

(1) As amended May 29th; 1882.' 
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Sec. 2. 'The numbering of said dwelling- 
houses or other buildings as aforesaid, shall be 
on the Philadelphia plan— the numbering of iall 
streets running east and west to commence at 
the western terminus of .any such street running 
east to the eastern terminus of any such street^ 
All streets running north and south shall be 
numbered as follows : The numbering to com- 
mence at Twelfth street as a base line dividing 
the city, and shall run north and south respect- 
ively. All fractional streets or portions of streets 
not beginning at Twelfth street shall be num- 
bered from the nortihern or southern terminus of 
said streets to the southern and northern termi- 
nus of said streets as they commence south or 
north of said Twelfth street respectively, provid- 
ed that in the case of any vacant or unplatted 
lots or parcels of land within the city limits, a 
number shall be reserved and allowed for every 
twenty-five feet of such vacant or unplatted lots 
or parcels of land fronting or facing on any 
street. 

Sec 3. The common council may designate 
and appoint some competent person or persons 
to affix numbers, as hereinafter provided in ac- 
cordance with with the plan set forth in section 
2 of this ordinance, on all dwelling houses or 
other buildings, as aforesaid, in case the owner, 
occupant or agent in any capacity of any such 
building or dwelling house shall neglect or refuse 
to affix or inscribe the proper number or numi- 
hers to said building or dwelling house after be- 
ing duly notified as hereinafter provided. , 
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Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the owner, 
agent or occupant of any dwelling house or other 
building to aflBx or inscribe the proper number 
or numbers according to the plan set forth in 
section second of this ordinance in plain and leg- 
ible figures, at least one and one-half inches in 
length, in a conspicuous place in front of said 
building or dwelling house. 

Sec 6. Whenever any building or dwelling 
house as aforesaid shall be without a number or 
numbers or shall have the wrong number affixed 
or inscribed thereon, it shall be the duty of the 
chief of police or any member of the police force 
to serve or cause to be served on the owner, 
agent or occupant as aforesaid, a written or 
printed notice notifying said owner, agent or oc- 
cupant to afl&x or inscribe within ten days from 
the date of service of such notice, on the building 
or other dwelling house owned by him or her or 
for which he or she may be the owner or agent 
in any capacity, or the occupant, the proper 
number or numbers, as designated in said notice, 
and it shall be the duty of such owner, agent or 
occupant to affix or inscribe the number or num- 
bers in plain and legible figures in a conspicuous 
place on the front of said dwelling house or other 
building. Such notice shall be served personally 
on said owner, agent or occupant, or by leaving 
the same at the residence of such owner or agent, 
or, in case the same be unoccupied, by posting 
said notice in some conspicuous place on the 
premises. The oflBcer serving said notice shall 
report in writing once in each week to the 
recorder any neglect or refusal on the part of the 
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persons so notified to comply with the provisions 
of this ordinance. 

Sec. 6. In case of neglect or refusal to affix 
or inscribe the number or numbers so designated 
within the time limited in said notice, the person 
or persons so appointed by the council shall affix 
said number or numbers and receive therefor for 
each number furnished or affixed such compen- 
sation as the common council may prescribe. 

Sec 7. Any owner, agent or occupant of a 
dwelling house or other building as aforesaid, 
who shall refuse or neglect to affix or inscribe 
the number or numbers thereon, within ten days 
after being duly notified to affix the proper num- 
ber or numbers as above provided, or who shall 
refuse to have his or her building numbered by 
the person appointed by the council as aforesaid, 
shall for every such offense be punished by a fine 
not to exceed one hundred dollars and costs of 
prosecution, and by imprisonment in the Bay 
county jail for a period not to exceed thirty days, 
or by either, in the discretion of the court, and 
in imposing any such fine and costs the court 
may make a further sentence, that the offender 
be imprisoned in the said jail until the payment 
of said fine and costs, for a period not to exceed 
thirty days. 

Adopted June 6, 1882. 
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An Ordinance to regulate and permit certain uses of 
public streets. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City: 

Section 1. All owners of property on any 
street, whose premises are used for business pur- 
poses, shall plank or pave in front of the building 
where such business is conducted according to 
the established grade, all that space between the 
outer sidehne of the sidewalk in front of said build- 
ing to the curbstone or line thereof; said paving 
or planking shall be done in a manner to conform 
with the material and manner of construction of 
the adjacent sidewalk. 

Sec. 2. Owners of property, not used for bus- 
iness purposes, shall have the privilege and right 
to level off, grade, fill up and beautify the space 
between the outer line of the sidewalk and the 
curbstone or line thereof, in front of their prem- 
ises, and to plant and set out shade trees, orna- 
mental shrubs and plants thereon; said trees 
shall be planted as follows : On streets sixty and 
eighty feet wide, along a Une distant ten feet 
from the outer line or margin of the street and par- 
allel thereto ; on streets one hundred feet wide, 
along a line twelve feet distant from the outer 
line or margin of the street and parallel thereto, 
(said trees shall not be set more than twenty feet 
apart) ; said ornamental grounds may be protect- 
by a suitable light fence or raihng ; Provided, 
however. That nothing in this ordinance con- 
tained shall be construed in a manner to affect 
the legal rights of the city in or to said or- 
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namental grounds or enclosed portions there- 
of. 

Sec. 3. All hitching posts, and all stones, 
blocks or steps in the streets of this city used or 
intended for alighting from, or entering any 
vehicle, shall be placed close to and inside of the 
curbstone or line thereof. 

Sec. 4. No person shall climb, peel, cut, de- 
face, remove, injure or destroy any tree, shrub 
or flower, nor stand, walk or lie on, trample, cut, 
dig or remove the grass or sward in any such 
ornamental ground or space described in section 
2 of this ordinance. 

Sec. 5. No person shall drive, lead, draw, ride 
or back, nor tie, nor allow to stand, any horse, 
mule, ox or other animal or team, cart, wheel, 
carriage or velocipede, inside the curbstone of 
any street or line thereof; that is to say, between 
the curbstone or line thereof and the outer line 
or margin of the street. 

Sec. 6. Any violation of any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a tine not 
to exceed one hundred dollars, with costs of pros- 
ecution, and by imprisonment in the county jail 
for a period not to exceed thirty days, or by 
either, in the discretion of the court; and in im- 
posing any such tine and costs the court may 
make a further sentence that the offender be im- 
prisoned in said jail until the payment thereof 
for a period not exceeding thirty days. 

Adopted June 5, 1882. 
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An Ordinance to prevent the obstruction of slips. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City: 

Section 1. No person shall throw, place or 
deposit in any public slip, or within the lines of 
of any public street extended, into the Saginaw 
river within the limits of Bay City, any sub- 
stance which may in any respect tend to obstruct 
free access to, or navigation in the same. 

Sec. 2. No person shall place, moor, raft or 
boom any logs or timber of any description across 
the entrance of, or within any such slip as de- 
fined in section one. 

Sec. 3. Any person who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars nor less than 
five dollars and costs of prosecution, and by im- 
prisonment in the county jail for a period not ex- 
ceeding thirty days, or by either in the discretion 
of the court imposing the sentence, and if only a 
fine and costs be imposed the court may make a 
further sentence, that the offender be imprisoned 
in said jail until the payment thereof, for a term 
not to exceed sixty days. 

Adopted June 5, 1882. 



An Ordinance to prohibit cattle from running in the 
public parks. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 
Bay City: 
Section 1. No person shall by himself or an- 
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other lead, drive, ride, or suffer or allow to 
be, remain or run at large, any cow, ox, horse, 
or cattle of any description whatever, in any of 
the public parks or spaces of Bay City, or suffer 
or allow any such cattle to stray or wander in 
such public parks or spaces. 

Sec 2. Any person so leading, driving, or so 
suffering or allowing to remain or run at large 
any such cattle in any of said public parks or 
spaces, or who shall suffer the same to stray or 
wander therein, and any person whose cattle 
shall be found in any such public park or space, 
shall be punished by a fine not to exceed one 
hundred dollars, together with the costs of prose- 
cution, and by imprisonment in the county jail 
for a term not to exceed thirty days, or'by both 
in the discretion of the court ; and in imposing 
any such fine and costs the court may make a 
further sentence that the offender be imprisoned 
in said jail until the payment thereof, for a period 
not exceeding thirty days. 

Adopted August 21, 1882. 



An Ordinance to amend Section 3 of an ordinance 
entitled '*An ordinance relative to pounds, 
pound-masters, and restraining animals,'' adopt- 
ed May 18, 1869. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
mon Council of Bay City, That section 3 of an 
an ordinance entitled ''An ordinance relative to 
pounds, poundmasters, and restraining animals," 
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adopted May 18, 1869, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec. 3. No person owning or having under 
his or her control any horses, mules, sheep, swine, 
goats, cows, neat cattle, geese or ducks, shall 
suffer or permit the same to run at large in or 
upon any of the public streets, alleys, parks, or 
other public places within the limits of Bay City. 
No person shall drive his horse, mule, cow or 
neat cattle in or through any of the public parks, 
streets or places in Bay City, to or from any 
pasture, watering place, or between any points in 
said limits, of Bay City, without having such 
horse, mule, cow or neat cattle haltered or se- 
cured by some attachment so that they can be 
led or controlled, and all persons are hereby re- 
quired under the penalties of this ordinance, 
hereinafter provided, to lead and guide any such 
horses, mules, cattle, etc., as hereinbefore men- 
tioned, and keep the same within the curb lines 
of the public streets and high^^ays, and off the 
public parks and places not used for highways, 
and off the grass plats and improved portions of 
streets outside of the curb lines. Provided^ 
That all drovers and graziers bringing cattle or 
such other animals as above described into the 
city, may drive the same along the public streets, 
within the curb lines thereof, without haltering 
or securing the same, subject to the provisions 
abdve prescribed ; and provided further that the 
provisions of this section with regard to the hal- 
tering and leading of cattle, etc., through the 
public streets of said Bay City, shall not apply 
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to or affect any portion of said city lying ;south 
of Twelfth street. 
Adopted November 27th, 1882. 



An Ordinance relative to the public health. 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the Common 
Council of Bay City : The board of health shall 
have power and it shall be their duty : 

1. To make diligent inquiry with respect to 
all nuisances of every description in said city 
which are, or may b^, injurious to the pubUo 
health, and abate the same. 

2. To stop, detain and examine every person 
coming from a place infected with pestilential or 
infectious disease, in order to prevent the intro- 
duction of the same into this city. 

3. To cause any person not a resident of this 
city who is infected with any infectious or pesti- 
lential disease, to be sent back to the place from 
whence he or she came, or to the pest house or 
hospital. 

4. To cause any person, a resident of this city, 
who is infected with any pestilential or infectious 
disease, to be removed to the pest house or hos- 
pital, if in their opinion the removal of such per- 
sons is necessary for the preservation of the pub- 
lic health, and can be effected with safety to the 
patient. 

5. To destroy or disinfect, as in their judg- 
ment may be deemed proper, any furniture, wear- 
ing apparel, goods, wares or merchandise, which 
shall be exposed to or infected with a contagious 
or infectious disease; Provided, however^ That 
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Buch property shall be appraised by two disinter- 
ested persons, in order that remuneration may 
be made therefor by the common council. 

6. To rent proper houses to be used for pest- 
houses and hospitals, of which they shall have 
control and direction, and to employ such nurses, 
oflScers, agents, servants or assistants, and pro- 
vide the necessary furniture, medicines, articles 
and necessaries for the use of the pest-houses or 
hospitals, and the persons therein confined, as 
may be deemed necessary, and when so author- 
ized by the common council. 

7. To require the occupant of any dwelling 
house, store, shop or other building in which 
there shall be any person sick with small-pox, 
varioloid or other infectious disease, to put up 
and maintain in a conspicuous place on the front 
of said dwelling house, store, shop or other build- 
ing, a card or sign, to be furnished by the board, 
on which shall be written or printed, in large 
letters, the words "small-pox" or name of such 
infectious disease ; and in case of the neglect or 
refusal of any person to comply with such re- 
quirement, to remove the patient to the pest- 
house or hospital. 

8. To make and enforce any necessary order 
compelling any steamboat or other vessel or craft, 
having on board any infected or diseased person 
or property, not to enter the harbor or remove 
therefrom. 

9. To exercise a general supervision over the 
health of the city, and to make from time to time 
such recommendations to the common council as 
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they deem proper to promote the cleanliness and 
salubrity of the city. 

The said board shall provide and keep on hand 
a supply of cards marked "small-pox" to be put 
upon any house in which there is a person sick 
of that disease or the varioloid; and such cards, 
upon application, shall be furnished without 
charge. 

Sec. 2. Every physician, or person acting as 
such, who shall have a patient sick of the small- 
pox, varioloid, or other infectious or pestilential 
disease, shall forthwith report the fact in writing 
to the health oflBcer or any member of the board, 
together with the name and the street, and the 
number of the house where such patient is treat- 
ed ; and every keeper, superintendent or person 
in charge of any pest-house within the corporate 
limits of Bay City, or any other pest-house under 
the control of the authorities of said city, to 
which any person, being a city charge, may be 
brought sick with infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, shall at once on the arrival of every such 
person, give notice thereof in writing to the said 
board : Provided, That if the person thus brought 
to such pest-house is a county charge, the notice 
herein required shall be given also to the county 
physician. 

Sec 3. It shall be the duty of the occupants 
of any dwelling house or other building in which 
there shall be small-pox, varioloid, or any infec- 
tious disease, to put up and maintain in a con- 
spicious place on the front of such building a 
card or sign, to be furnished by the board of 
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health, on which shall be written or printed the 
words "small-pox," or any infectious disease, and 
such sign or card shall be kept on such building 
during all the time any person so diseased shall 
remain therein, and until permission is obtained 
in writing from board of health to remove the 
same. No pei'son shall take down, remove, in- 
jure or deface such card or sign at any time dur- 
ing the time in which the same is required to be 
kept up and maintained. 

Sec. 4. All persons having small-pox, vario- 
loid, or other contagious or infectious disease, 
are hereby required to be kept closely confined 
within their respective dwellings, or places of 
abode, and no person who has been confined with 
such disease, shall leave his or her place of abode, 
and go about the city until, in the opinion of the 
board of health, it can be done without danger 
of communicating the disease to others. 

Sec. 5. No person having the small-pox, 
varioloid, or other contagious disease, shall go 
about the city, or in any yard, commons, or 
place, so as to endanger the health of other per- 
sons. 

Sec. 6. No person shall bring, or cause to be 
brought, into Bay City, any person infected with 
the small-pox, varioloid, or other infectious or 
pestilential disease. 

Sec 7. No owner, driver, or person in charge 
of any public hack; carriage or conveyance, shall 
use, or permit the same to be used for the 
purpose of conveying the body of any person 
who has died of the small-pox or varioloid. 
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or other infections disease, or any person 
from any boase, building or place, in which 
any person is sick, or has within two weeks died 
of either of said diseases. 

Sec. 8. Every physician having a small-pox or 
varioloid patient, immediately after each and 
every visit to the same, shall not visit any other 
patient, except those affected with the small-pox 
or varioloid, until he has changed his clothing 
and otherwise disinfected himself; and every 
undertaker having in charge the body of any 
person who has died of either of said diseases, 
immediately after the interment thereof, and any 
person nursing or taking care of any person sick 
with either of said diseases, before going upon 
the streets, shall change his clothes and other- 
wise disinfect himself. 

Sec. 9. The said board shall keep a complete 
record of all its proceedings, operations and ex- 
penditures in books for that purpose provided, 
which shall at all times be open to inspection by 
any committee of the common council. All 
debts contracted by said board shall be paid by 
the city in the same manner that other demands 
against the city are paid. 

Sec 10. The keeper of any hotel, tavern, 
boarding or othet public house, or the owner or 
occupant of any private house or residence in 
which any person may be sick with small-pox or 
varioloid,. shall forthwith report the same to the 
board of health,and the keeper or keepers of said 
hotel, tavern, boarding or public house, or the 
owner or occupant of said private residence as 
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aforesaid, shall thereupon immediately procure, 
put up and maintain in a conspicuous place on 
the front of said premises a card or sign with the 
words *'small-pox" printed thereon in large let- 
ters, which card shall not be removed, injured 
or defaced by any person, and shall remain post- 
ed on the premises during all the time any per- 
son afflicted with any infectious disease shall re- 
main therein, and until the taking down of such 
card is advised by the physician attending such 
diseased person. 

Sec. 11, It shall be the duty of the keeper of 
any hotel, tavern, boarding or public house, or 
the owner or occupant of any private residence 
wherein any person may be sick with small- 
pox, to close said public house or private resi- 
dence and keep it closed as against all lodgers, 
customers and persons desiring to visit the same, 
and to prevent the occupants of said pubhc or 
private residence from leaving said premises un- 
til such time as in the opinion of the board of 
health all danger of communicating the disease 
from said house or residence, or from any of the 
inmates thereof, shall have passed; Provided j 
That the provisions of this section shall not ap- 
ply to physicians or clergymen in attendance 
upon such sick person or persons, nor to pohce- 
men on duty in and about the premises. 

Sec. 12. Immediately after the termination of 
a case of small-pox, varioloid or other infectious 
disease, by the convalescence or death of the 
person or persons afflicted, it shall be the duty 
of the attending physician, or in case no regular 
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physician has been in attendance, then of the 
city physician of the district, to examine the 
bedding, clothing and wearing apparel of the 
convalescent or diseased person, as the case may 
be, and shall order all such articles to be disin- 
fected by washing, or the use of such disinfect- 
ants as may be necessary, and to order the de- 
struction by fire of such articles as in his opinon 
cannot be disinfected. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the physician 
in attendance on any person or persons sick with 
any contagious or infectious disease, to give all 
necessary instructions regarding the thorough 
ventilation and cleansing of the public house or 
private residence wherein such persons shall be 
sick. 

And it shall be the duty of the keeper of such 
private residence to follow the instructions of 
the physician in attendance as aforesaid, under 
the penalty hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 14. Members of the police of said city 
shall co-operate with said board in all matters 
pertaining to the abatement of nuisances and the 
preservation of the public health, and, upon the 
requisition of said board, the superintendent of 
police shall cause the notices of said board to be 
served and complaints to be made for violations 
of the health ordinances of said city. 

Sec 16. The said board and its health ofi&cer 
shall have authority to discharge all the duties 
relating to health and sanitary conditions of said 
city, now or heretofore discharged under any ex- 
isting ordinance by any other officer of said city. 
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Sec. 16. The owner, driver, conductor or 
person in charge of any stage coach, railroad car 
or other pubhc conveyance, which shall enter 
the city, having on board any person sick of 
malignant fever or pestilential or infectious 
disease, shall within two hours after the arrival 
of such sick person, report in writing the fact, 
with the name of such person and the house or 
place where he was put down in the city, to the 
mayor or some member of the board of health. 

Sec. 17. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, shall, on conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine of not less than 
ten nor more than fifty dollars, and imprisoned 
in the county jail for a term not exceeding ninety 
days, or by either, in the discretion of the court, 
and if only a fine be imposed the court may 
make a further sentence, that the offender be 
imprisoned in said county jail until the payment 
thereof for a term not exceeding three months. 

Sec 18. An ordinance entitled "An ordinance 
for the preservation of the public health," adopt- 
ed Oct. 17, 1881, is hereby repealed. 

Adopted June 11, 1883. 



SIDEWALKS. 

An Ordinance to regulate the construction of side- 
walks, and to provide for defraying the expenses 
thereof. . 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 
Bay City : 
Section 1. All sidewalks ordered constructed 
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by the common council shall be built as follows, 
when not otherwise specified in the resolution 
ordering the construction of the same, to- wit : 
The street upon which any sidewalk is ordered 
to be built, or such portion thereof as may be 
deemed necessary by the board of pubhc works, 
shall be surveyed and the ground leveled and 
graded as may be required to make the same con- 
form to the grade established ; the sidewalk shall 
be built of good sound white or norway pine, oak 
or hemlock plank, not less than two inches thick 
and twelve inches wide, when laid lengthwise, 
and of Uke thickness, and not more than eight 
nor less than five inches wide, when laid cross- 
wise ; said plank shall be laid on sleepers not less 
than four by four inches; said sleepers shall be 
not more Ahan four feet apart from center to 
center, when the planks are laid lengthwise, and 
not more than three feet apart from center to 
center, when the plank are laid crosswise ; said 
planks shall be nailed with thirty-penny nails, 
with at least three nails in each plank at each 
bearing when the planks are eight inches or more 
in width, and two nails in each plank at each bear- 
ring when the planks are laid crosswise and are less 
than eight inches in width. The crosswalk at the 
crossing of any street shall be constructed of plank 
at least three inches in thickness, and not more 
than twelve inches in width, and shall be nailed 
to sleepers four by five inches in breadth and 
thickness ; the ends of the sleepers shall project 
beyond the side of the crosswalk and shall be 
beveled for side planks of three inches in thick- 
ness; the planks in all such crosswalks shall be 
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spiked to the sleepers with sixty-penny nails, 
with at least three nails in each plank at each 
bearing ; the sleepers under such crosswalks shall 
be four feet apart from center to center. All 
sidewalks shall be six feet wide unless otherwise 
specified in the resolution ordering the same; 
and when the planks are laid lengthwise they 
shall be so laid as to break joints, and double 
sleepers laid underneath all joints, one inch apart. 

Sec. 2. All sidewalks shall be of such material 
and form of construction as shall be ordered by 
the common council, and whenever a sidewalk 
of other width, material or form of construction, 
than that specified in section one of this ordi- 
nance, shall be so ordered, the width, material 
and form of construction thereof, shall be speci- 
fied in the resolution ordering the same. 

Sec. 3. Whenever the common council shall 
order any sidewalk to be built, it shall be the 
duty of the board of public works, before making 
any contract for the building of the same, to 
cause notice to be served on the owner, agent or 
occupant of any lot in front of, or adjacent to 
which, such sidewalk is to be constructed, to 
build the same within such time as they may di- 
rect, not to exceed fifteen days from the date of 
service of said notice ; said notice shall be either 
written or printed and shall specify the kind of 
walk to be built, as determined by the council 
and board of public works; and it shall be the 
duty of the board of public works to keep a rec- 
ord book, and to enter therein memoranda of the 
time and manner of service of such notices, the 
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names of the persons upon whom served, when 
the same shall be known, and the names of the 
persons serving such notices ; when the owner or 
agent of said premises does not reside in Bay- 
City, or said premises are unoccupied, and said 
owner, agent or occupant cannot be found, it 
shajl be sufficient to post said notice in some 
conspicuous place on said lot or as near thereto 
as practicable. (1) 

Sec. 4. In all cases where notices shall have 
been served, as provided in the preceding section, 
and the sidewalk ordered or any portion thereof 
shall not have been built and completed in a sat- 
isfactory manner, and as provided by this ordi- 
nance or the resolution ordering the same, within 
the time limited in such notice therefor, it shall 
become and be the duty of the board of public 
works to estimate the cost of constructing the 
same, which estimate shall include the cost of 
surveying and grading, if any, and to make plans 
and specifications, if necessary; and if the esti- 
mated cost of constructing any such sidewalk or 
unbuilt portion thereof, shall be less than two 
hundred dollars, the board of public works shall 
contract with such persons as they may deem 
suitable for the performance of said work, with- 
out advertising for proposals for such work ; Pro- 
vided, however J that sufficient security shall be 
required from the person so contracting, and 
that such contracts shall contain similar provis- 
ions, be in similar form, and governed by the 
same regulation, as nearly as possible, as the 
contracts hereinafter provided for. 

(1) As amended June 25, 1883. 
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Sec. 6. Whenever the estimated cost of con- 
structing any sidewalk, or unoonstruoted portion 
thereof, shall exceed the sum of two hundred 
dollars, it shall be the duty of the board of public 
works to advertise for six consecutive days in the 
official paper of Bay City, for proposals for con- 
structing the same, according to the plans .and 
specifications on file in the office of said board, 
the requirements of this ordinance or the resolu- 
tions of the common council. Such advertise- 
ment shall specify a time and place when said 
proposals shall be opened by the said board, in 
the presence of such persons as shall choose to 
attend. The said board shall have the right to 
reject any or all of such bids, and to re-advertise 
for new proposals, if it shall be deemed best so to 
do. Each bid shall be accompanied by the name 
or names of the proposed surety or sureties for 
the faithful performance of the work. At the 
next meeting of the common council, after the 
reception of such bids, the said board shall re- 
port to the said council the estimates of said 
board for the construction of said sidewalk, and 
the name or names of the lowest responsible bid- 
der therefor, the amount of his bid and the name 
or names of the surety or sureties proposed by 
such bidder or bidders for the faithful perform- 
ance of the work. 

Sec. 6. In all cases where bids are reported to 
the common council, as provided in the preced- 
ing section, the common council may, by order 
or resolution, direct the said board to enter into 
a contract with such bidder for the construction . 
of said sidewalk ; or the council may direct fur- 
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ther advertisement for proposals, in its discre- 
tion, and then direci^ said board to contract with 
such lowest bidder furnishing proper security as 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 7. Upon the passage of the resolution or 
order, provided for in the last section, the board 
of public works shall forthwith proceed to enter 
into a contract, in the name of Bay City, with 
the party designated in said resolution, and take 
sufficient security for the faithful performance 
of said work ; and the said board may in its dis- 
cretion require such bidder to furnish other and 
further security than that proposed by him. 

Sec 8. Said contract shall provide that the 
sidewalks be built in accordance with the re- 
quirements of this ordinance or the resolutions 
of the common council, (and the plans and spec- 
ifications of said board, which shall be deemed 
a part of said contract,) and within such reason- 
able time as the board may direct, that the con- 
tractor shall be paid for such work out of the 
moneys assessed and collected from the persons 
and property taxed for the construction of said 
sidewalks, as provided by the charter, by orders 
drawn on such fund for the amount payable ac- 
cording to such contract; that all such work 
shall be done under the supervision of the board 
of public works and city surveyor, and shall be 
subject to such directions as the board may 
deem best to give, in order to secure efficient 
work, and said contract may contain such other 
provisions, relating to such work, as the said 
board may deem for the best interest of the city, 
and not contrary to the charter and ordinances. 
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Sec. 9. It shall be and is hereby made the 
duty of the board of pubhc works to report to the 
comraon council all cases which shall come 
to their knowledge, where sidewalks need to be 
built or repaired, with the recommendation of 
said board in reference thereto; and when said 
board shall recommend the construction of any 
sidewalk, they shall accompany such recommend- 
ation with the draft of a resolution, in proper 
form, to be acted upon by the common council, 
as said council shall deem best. 

Sec. 10. Whenever the common council shall 
order the construction of any sidewalk, as au- 
thorized by the charter, the comptroller, board 
of public works and the treasurer shall each be 
charged with, and perform the same duties in re- 
spect to said sidewalk, and the making of an 
assessment roll therefor, and the collection of 
the tax thereon assessed, as are provided by the 
charter in respect to other local improvements, 
the expense of which is made a charge on the 
property specially benefited thereby, according to 
the benefit derived therefrom; Provided^ That 
when a sidewalk is built, the entire expense of 
which is to be paid by the city, no assessment 
roll shall be made. 

Sec. 11. The duties of the board of public 
works shall be the same in relation to the con- 
struction of sidewalks in front of, across or upon 
pubhc property, as in the case of private proper- 
ty ; Provided^ That where a sidewalk is built, the 
cost of which is to be paid wholly by the city, 
no assessment roll shall be made therefpr by the 
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comptroller, but the cost thereof shall be paid 
out of the city general fund. 

Sec. 12. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistent with this ordinance are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Adopted August 8th, 1881. 



An Ordinance granting the right of way for a rail- 
road track to the Flint A Pere Marquette railroad 
company, or any other railroad company, along 
and through Water street from the Bullock road, 
so called, to South Center street. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 
Bay City J as follows: 

Section 1. That consent, permission and au- 
thority are hereby given, granted and vested in 
and to the Flint & Pere Marquette railroad com- 
pany, or any other railroad company, its success- 
ors and assigns, to construct, use and operate a 
railway track along and through Water street 
from the northerly Une of the Bullock road to 
South Center Street, in Bay City, Michigan, 
with necessary and convenient side tracks and 
switches for the accommodation of business; 
Provided^ That any such railroad company shall 
first obtain from the owners of the land and 
premises along the line of said Water street, 
from said Bullock road to said South Center 
Street, the right of way. 

Sec. 2. The company first accepting this 
grant shall, when its track or tracks are laid and 
ready for business, take the cars of other roads 
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over its route as herein designated, on reasona- 
ble notice and upon such terms and for such 
compensation as is usual among other railroad 
companies for like service. 

Sec. 3. If, after the completion of the whole 
or a part of such railroad by the company first 
accepting the grant, a second railroad company 
having its line or terminus in Bay City, shall de- 
sire to occupy and use such track or route joint- 
ly, it may contract therefor with such first com- 
pany; but if the said first company refuse, or if 
the parties cannot agree upon the terms, then 
such second company may apply to the common 
council, which shall, at its next regular meeting, 
appoint three suitable disinterested persons, not 
interested in either road, appraisers, who shall 
appraise the actual value of said railroad, side 
track and switches, including moneys paid pri- 
vate persons for right of way, and return the 
same to the council in writing, signed by them. 
That thereupon said second company may tender 
to said first company one-half the amount of the 
sum at which said property was appraised, and if 
accepted said companies shall be joint and equal 
owners of said property, and shall use and oper- 
ate the same in common ; but if said first company 
shall not accept said sum, then and in that case 
the same shall be deposited in the city treasury 
for the use of said first company, when it shall 
call for it, and upon such deposit being made and 
said first company being notified thereof, the 
said two companies shall thereupon become joint 
owners of said property and may use and operate 
the same in common. 
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Seo. 4. A third, fourth, or any number of 
companies having the qualifications heretofore 
mentioned as required for such second company, 
may, upon tendering one- third, one-fourth and 
so on of the value of such property, become joint 
owners and operators ; or on such tender being 
refused, such sum may be deposited in the city 
treasury to the use of the party or parties enti- 
tled thereto, and such subsequent company or 
companies shall severally become jomt owners 
and occupants of same. 

Seo. 6. If after two or more companies shall 
join in the ownership and use of such railroad 
and appurtenances, they shall be unable to agree 
as to the manner of using and operating the 
same, the common council shall provide for the 
same by ordinance. 

Sec. 6. The track of said railways shall be laid 
in such manner as shall least obstruct the free 
passage of vehicles and carriages on the same, 
and the rails shall be laid flush with the surface 
of the street and shall conform to the grade 
thereof as now estabhshed, or as they shall from 
time to time be established or altered. The 
grantee, its successors or assigns shall be re- 
quired to keep the surface of the street inside 
the rails, and for two feet four inches outside 
thereof, in good order and repair, and shall keep 
all dirt and filth cleaned and removed therefrom, 
as the common council of said city may from 
time to time direct. 

Seo. 7. Said railroad track shall be laid along 
said street so that the westerly rail of said track 
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shall be not less than four feet eight inches from 
the easterly rail of the railway track heretofore 
laid therein and now situate therein. 

Sec. 8. It shall be unlawful for said railroad 
company to allow any locomotive, engine, car, 
oars or train of cars, or any portion of a 
train of cars, to stand at the intersection of 
said railway track with any street within said 
city or on said Water street, so as to obstruct 
travel thereon, except as it shall be necessary in 
placing said railroad cars upon switches leading 
to said track. 

Sec. 9. Nothing in this ordinance shall be so 
construed as to prevent the common council, 
or its successor, authorizing the laying down of 
water or gas pipes and sewers, or repairing the 
same, and the said railroad company shall have 
no claim for damages against said city or its 
successors, or against any gas or water compan- 
ies; Provided, The work of laying down said 
water or gas pipes and sewers shall be done in 
such a manner as not unnecessarily to damage 
or injure said railway track or its use. 

Sec. 10. The grant herein contained is made 
subject to the ordinances of the city now in force 
and to the right of the city to provide such fur- 
ther and other ordinances regulating the speed 
of trains, place of making up trains, with such 
other and further regulations for the protection 
of persons and property within the city as to the 
common council shall at any time appear proper. 

Sec. 11. The common council or its success- 
ors reserve the right to make such further rules, 
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orders or regulations, as may be deeraed neces- 
sary to protect the interests and accommodation 
of the pubhc in relation to said railroad. 

Sec. 12. If the said Flint & Pere Marquette 
railroad company, or any other raikoad company, 
shall fail to complete the aforesaid railroad track 
according to the conditions prescribed by this 
ordinance, within six months from the date that 
this ordinance shall become operative, then the 
rights and privileges granted herein shall be for- 
feited, together with all improvements made upon 
said railroad track, to said city or its successor, 
unless the common council shall give the said 
railroad company a further extension of time.

An Ordinance to amend Section 5 of an ordinance 
^ entitled, "An ordinance relative to street railways," 

adopted November 23d, 1874. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
mon Council of Bay City, That section 5 of an 
ordinance entitled, "An ordinance relative to 
street railways," adopted November 23d, 1874, 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows : 

Section 5. In addition to the right to carry 
passengers as herein granted, authority is hereby 
given to said street railway company to convey 
over their track cars laden with freight drawn by 
animals, or dummy engines using coal for fuel. 
Provided, That south of the point where the 
Michigan Central railroad track crosses Wash- 
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ington street, such freight cars shall be moved 
at no other time than between the hours of ten 
o'clock and thirty minutes p. m., and six o'clock 
a. m. Provided further^ That said city, or its 
successors, will not require passenger cars to run 
oftener than once in twenty minutes in each di- 
rection during fourteen hours per day from the 
16th day of April to the 15th day of November, 
and during twelve hours per day from the 15th 
day of November to the 15th day of April during 
the next ten years, and that cars and carriages 
shall be of the best style in use upon other rail- 
ways in other cities, provided that said city or 
its successors will not require passenger cars to 
be run over that portion of its Water street line 
north of Third street. 
Adopted September 28th, 1886. 



An Ordinance to amend an ordinace entitled *'An 
ordinance to organize a paid fire department," by 
adding a new section to be numerically section 
fifteen. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City : 

That "An ordinance to organize a paid fire de- 
partment" be amended by adding a new section 
to be numbered 16, and to read as follows : 

No member of the fire department shall be al- 
lowed leave of absence by the chief engineer for 
a longer period than two weeks, and then only 
upon his furnishing a suitable substitute, who 
shall, in the opinion of the chief engineer, be 
deemed a competent person. 

Adopted November 7, 1883. 
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An Ordinance to annend section 2 of an ordinance 
entitled, "An ordinance to organize a paid fire de- 
partnnent:" 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
mon Council of Bay City: That section 2 of an 
ordinance entitled, "An ordinance to organize a 
paid fire department," be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec. 2. Hose companies shall be organized as 
follows : One for the First ward, one for the Sec- 
ond and Third wards, one for the Fourth ward, 
one for the Fifth ward and one for the Sixth and 
Seventh wards, and hose house or headquarters 
of each company shall be at such place in the 
territory for which it is organized, as shall by 
resolution be designated by the common council ; 
each company shall consist of such members as 
the common council shall direct, including a 
teamster; all of whom shall be appointed by the 
common council on the nomination or recom- 
mendation of the chief engineer. 

Adopted May 12th, 1884. 



An Ordidance to amend section 28 of an ordinance 
fixing the rates of supplying water to the inhabi- 
tants of Bay City, regulating the manner of malcing 
connections and using the same. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
mon Council of Bay City, That section 28 of an 
ordinance entitled "An ordinance fixing the 
rates of supplying water to the inhabitants of 
Bay City and regulating the manner of making 
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connections and using the same," adopted De- 
cember 30, 1872, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec, 28. In ali cases where the orifice in the 
main pipes does not exceed the size prescribed 
in section 2 of this ordinance, the rates shall be 
as follows : 

For each dwelling house of six rooms or less, 
occupied by one family, $6 per annum ; for each 
additional room, $1 per annum; for each addi- 
tional family in one dweUing, $3 per annum. 

For each private pan water closet or urinal, ^2 
per annum. 

For each public pan water closet or urinal, ^5 
per annum. 

For each private hopper water closet, $3 per 
annum. 

For each public hopper water closet, $6 per 
annum. 

For each bathing tub in private family, $3 per 
annum. 

For each public bath house with one tub, $10 
per annum; for each additional tub, $6 per an- 
num. 

For each store of 25 feet front or less, $6 per 
annum ; over 25 feet front and less than 60 feet, 
$10 per annum. . 

For each office, $2 to $5 per annum. 

For each family over stores or offices, $5 per 
annum. 

For each barber shop with one chair, $4 per 
annum; for each additional chair, $2 per an- 
num. 
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For each stable, including water for washing 
carriages, for one horse, $3 per annum ; each ad- 
ditional horse, $2 per annum; dray and team 
horses, each $1 per annum. 

For each church, $5 to $10 per annum. 

For each bakery, per average daily use of flour, 
for each barrel, $3.50 per annum ; provided, that 
no bakery shall be charged less than $10 per an- 
num. 

For each blacksmith shop with one forge, $3 
per annum; each additional forge, $2 per an- 
num. 

Machine shops and foundries, including boil- 
ers, $60 to $100 per annum. 

Street sprinklers, for each cart or team, $15 per 
month. 

For the right to attach a hose of not more 
than three-fourths of an inch orifice, with 
nozzle not more than one-fourth of an inch ori- 
fice, for sprinkling streets, lawns, or gardens, in 
addition to the use for other purposes, and the 
use of the same to be limited to four hours each 
day, the hours of the day when hose is to be 
used to be fixed by the board of water works, 
whenever they may consider it necessary, from 
$3 to $12 for the season, according to the surface 
sprinkled. 

Hotels, boarding houses, shops or manufactor- 
ies, steam engines and boilers, saloons, provis- 
ions and meat stores, breweries, livery stables, 
cold water engines or motors, and all other 
places where water is used in large quantities, or 
where no rate is here fixed, at meter rates to be 
estimated by the board of water works. 
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Fountains at meter rates. 

Private fire hydrants with double streams, for 
the first hydrant, $20 per annum, and for the 
first single hydrant, $15; and for each addition- 
al connection for hose where the opening Ex- 
ceeds one and one-fourth inches in diameter, $5 
per annum. 

Meter rates — " When the average daily con- 
sumption is 2,000 gallons or less, the same shall 
be paid for at the rate of 20 cents per 1,000 gal- 
lons; over 2,000 gallons and under 5,000 gallons, 
15 cents per 1,000 gallons; over 5,000 and under 
10,000 gallons, 10 cents per 1,000 gallons; over 
10,000 gallons, at such rate as may be fixed by 
the board of water works, but not less than 5 
cents per 1,000 gallons. In all cases where 
water is measured to the consumer or assessed 
by the month at meter rates, the rate is to be 
paid each month, and no meter rates shall be 
less than one dollar per month."

An Ordinance to amend section 4 of an ordinance 
entitled, ''An ordinance relative to liawlcers and 
peddlers," adopted June 1 8, 1 869. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
mon Council of Bay City: That section 4 of an 
ordinance entitled, "An ordinance relative to 
hawkers, and peddlers," adopted June 18,1869, 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows : 
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Sec. 4. This ordinance is not intended to ap- 
ply to any mechanic of said Bay City selling or 
offering for sale any article of his own manufac- 
ture or construction, nor to any person selling or 
offering for sale any vegetables, berries, fruit, but- 
ter, eggs, meat or fish ; Provided^ also. That any 
bona fide resident of Bay City, and who has been 
such resident for the term of one year previous 
to his application, shall have a license for the 
term of one year from date on his paying therefor 
the sum of ten dollars. 

Approved June 2, 1884. 



An Ordinance to amend section I of an ordinance 
entitled, ''An ordinance to regulate piling of slabs 
and other combustible material," adopted October 
17, 1881. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
mon Council of Bay City : That section 1 of an 
ordinance entitled, "An ordinance to regulate 
piling of slabs and other combustible material," 
adopted October 17, 1881, be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec. 1. No person shall store, deposit, place, 
pile or cause to be stored, left, placed, piled or 
deposited any sawdust, pine slabs, cordwood, 
edgings or combustible material whatever, in any 
street, alley, pubUc or private square or space, or 
in any private lot or property within the f ollow- 
described district, to- wit : All that portion of 
territory in Bay City limited and bounded on the 
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north by the south side of Second street, on the 
east by the west side of Van Buren street, on 
the south by the north side of Tenth street, and 
on the west by the east side of Saginaw street ; 
also that portion of territory in said city bounded 
and limited on the east by that portion of the 
west side line of Washington street included be- 
tween the north side line of Tenth street and the 
north side line of Twelfth street, on the south by 
that portion of the north side line of Twelfth 
street, included between the west side line of 
Washington street and the east side line of the 
alley in block 133, in the plat of the addition of 
Lower Saginaw, on the west by a line beginning 
at a point where the east side line of the alley in 
the block aforesaid intersects the north side line 
of said Twelfth street and extended thence from 
said point through the east side lines of the al- 
leys in blocks number 133 and 128 in the plat of 
the addition of Lower Saginaw, and block No. 
113 in the plat of Lower Saginaw, northerly to 
to the north side line of Tenth street aforesaid, 
and on the north by that portion of the north 
side line of said Tenth street included between 
the west side line of Washington street and the 
line last described as bounding said territory on the 
west. IvTothing in this section shall be construed 
to prevent individuals or families from depositing, 
placing or piling, slabs, edgings, or cordwood on 
their premises or in adjacent alleys, to be used 
as fuel, provided that the same be used as fuel 
in private houses, dwellings and homes for do- 
mestic or household purposes. 
Adopted September 15, 1884. 
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An Ordinance to amend section one (I) and twelve 
(12) of an ordinance entitled, ''An ordinance re- 
lating to the paving and planlcing of streets/' 
adopted January 1 6, 1 882. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Gomr 
mon Council of Bay City, That sections one (1) 
and twelve (12) of an ordinance entitled "An or- 
dinance relating to the paving and planking 
of streets/' adopted January 16, 1882, be and the 
same are hereby amended so as to read as folr 
lows: 

Section 1. The common council shall not or- 
der any street paved or planked unless a majority 
of the resident taxpayers, as appears from the 
last assessment roll, whose property will proba- 
bly be liable to assessment for such improve- 
ment, petition therefor; Provided, That the 
council may by a vote of three-quarters of all the 
aldermen elect, order any street paved or 
planked. 

Sec. 12. The council may provide that all lots 
and premises assessed for the paving of any 
street shall be exempt from the payment of any 
highway tax for a period of eight years, and 
property so assessed for the planking of any 
street shall be exempt from the payment of any 
highway tax for a period of four years. 

Adopted September 29th, 1884. 
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An Ordinance to license boot- blacks. 

It is hereby ordained hy^ the Gommon Goundl of 

Bay City : 

Section 1. No person or persons shall engage 
in or foUow the occupation or business of black- 
ing or poUshing boots or shoes for a pecuniary 
compensation or remuneration on the streets, 
alleys, public squares or spaces, or in any public 
building, hotel, tavern or saloon within the Hm^ 
its of Bay City without a license therefor, to be 
issued by the recorder and countersigned by the 
comptroller as hereinafter provided. But no 
license shall be issued under the provisions of 
this ordinance until the person applying there- 
for shall have paid to the city treasurer the sums 
hereitiafter specified, the treasurer's receipt for 
which shall be presented to and filed with the 
recorder. 

Sec. 2. Any person soliciting a license under 
the provisions of this ordinance shall pay there- 
for the sum of $10; Provided, however, that 
any person who is a bona fide resident of Bay 
City and has been such resident for a period of 
twenty days previous to his application, shall 
pay therefor the sum of 25 cents. 

Sec. 3. On payment of the sums above speci- 
fied and presentation and filing of the treasur- 
er's receipt for the same, the recorder and 
comptroller are hereby authorized to issue 
license as above provided, which shall remain in 
force for one year from the date of issue thereof, 
unless sooner revoked by the common council, 
and shall also furnish said applicant a suitable 
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badge, not to cost more than 26 cents, with the 
number of the license of said applicant inscribed 
thereon. All licenses so issued shall state the 
occupation or business licensed, and the record- 
er shall enter into a book to be provided for that 
purpose the name of each person hcensed, the 
date of issue of the license, and the sum paid 
therefor. 

Sec. 4. Any person carrying on the business 
or occupation for which a Ucense is required un- 
der this ordinance, without having obtained a 
license therefor as herein provided, shall, on con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine not 
exceeding $25 and costs of prosecution, and 
be imprisoned in the county jail for a period 
not exceeding 30 days, or by either, in the dis^ 
cretion of the court, and if only a fine and costs 
be imposed, the court may sentence the oflPender 
to imprisonment in the county jail until the pay- 
ment thereof, for a term not exceedinjsf 30 days. 

Adopted September 15th, 1884. 



An ordinance to amend section one of an ordinance 
entitled ''An ordinance for the prevention of flres 
and to establish Are limits," adopted February 27, 
1882. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
mon Gouncil of Bay City: That section 1 of an 
ordinance entitled "An ordinance for the preven- 
tion of tires and to establish fire limits," adopted 
February 27, 1882, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 
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Section 1. The following described territory 
shall constitute and be known as the fire limits 
of Bay City: All that portion of said city 
bounded on the north by the south side of Bw5ond 
street, on the east by the west side of Adams 
street, on the south by the north side of Eighth 
street, and on the west by the Saginaw river; 
also all that portion of said city adjoining and 
within one hundred feet north and south of that 
part of Center street that Ues between the west 
side of Adams street and the west side of JeflPer- 
son street ; also all that portion of said city de- 
scribed as all that part of block sixty-six, in the 
plat of lower Saginaw, lying south of and not in- 
cluded in the territory last above described, and 
west of the alley in said block ; and all buildings 
hereafter erected or constructed within said fire 
limits shall be of stone, brick or iron, and the 
roofs covered with slate, tile, metal or gravel and 
composition ; and if with cornice the same shall 
be made of stone, brick or metal, and well se- 
cured to the walls, except in the case of brick 
dwellings not more than two stories high the 
cornices may be of wood, painted with not less 
than three coats of paint and heavily sanded. 
All gutter and conducting pipes shall be of metah 
All enclosing walls shall be of not less than the 
following thickness, viz. : Of buildings not more 
than one story and not more than twelve feet 
high, eight inches ; if one story and more than 
twelve feet high, or two stories, twelve inches; 
if three stories, first story sixteen inches, all 
above, twelve inches ; if four stories, first story 
twenty inches, second story sixteen inches, all 
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above twelve inohes. Dwelling houses may 
have walls iour inches less than the above ; Pro- 
vided^ That no walls, shall be less than eight 
inches thick. An attic or mansard roof shall, 
for the purpose of this section, be considered one 
story. 

All division or partition walls shall be of brick 
or stone, and not less than twelve inches in 
thickness in buildings or blocks of buildings over 
two stories in height, and not less than eight 
inches when such buildings are two stories or 
less in height, and all inclosing or division walls 
shall extend at least thirty inches above the 
roof. 

No person or persons shall erect, construct or 
place, or cause to be erected, constructed or 
placed within said fire limits, any building or 
buildings, unless the same be constructed in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of this section. 

Adopted September 22, 1884. 



An ordinance to prohibit the obstruction of streets 
by railroad companies. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City. 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any rail- 
road company owning, operating or using any 
railroad within the corporate limits of Bay City, 
to leave any locomotive, engine, car, cars, or 
train of cars, whether freight or passenger, or 
any portion of such train of cars, standing on any 
public street in said city where said railroad runs, 
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BO as to obstruct or encumber any portion of 
said street, or to cause inconvenience, loss or 
damage to the owners of property or residents on 
said street, or to any citizen of Bay City, by 
hindering, impeding or preventing the lawful use 
and enjoyment of said street by said owners, res- 
idents or citizens, except to avoid collisions or 
to prevent damages to persons or property. 

, Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any street 
railway company within the corporate limits of 
Bay City, conveying over their track or tracks 
cars laden with freight, drawn or propelled by 
horses or steam engines, to leave any such cars 
or engines standing on any public street in said 
city, where said track or tracks run, so as to ob- 
struct or encumber said street or any portion 
thereof, in the manner described in section one 
(1) of this ordinance. 

Sec. 3. Nothing in this ordinance contained 
shall be construed to conflict with the provisions 
of any previous ordinances of Bay City 
regulating the use of streets by railroads 
or street railway companies. Provided^ That 
the provisions of this ordinance shall not 
be construed to apply to any other portion of 
Water street in said city than the following de- 
scribed territory, to wit: All that portion of 
Water street to the west of the center line of 
said Water street included between the north 
side line of First street and the south side Hne of 
Sixth street. 

Sec. 4. Every railroad company or street rail- 
way company, or any manager, oflScer, conduct- 
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or, engineer, driver or other employe of any such 
company who shall assist or engage in, or who 
shall direct or permit the violation of any of th^ 
provisions of this • ordinance shall, on con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine of not 
exceeding one hundred dollars and costs of pros- 
ecution, and imprisonment in the county jail for 
a term not exceeding three months, or by either, 
in the discretion of the court, and if only a fine 
and costs be imposed, the court may sentence the 
offender to imprisonment in the county jail un- 
til the payment thereof, for a term not exceeding 
three months. 

Adopted- December 16, 1884. 

Section 3 amended January 26, 1885. 



An Ordinance to amend certain sections of an ordi- 
nance entitled, ''An ordinance reiative to nui- 
sances/' adopted (May 18, 1869. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Gomr 
mon Council of Bay City: That sections eight, 
nine, ten and eleven of an ordinance entitled, 
"An ordinance relative to nuisances," adopted 
May 18, 1869, be and the same are hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec^ 8. Every dwelling house, store, manu- 
factory, shop, block and part of a block used as a 
dwelling, within the city, shall be. provided with 
a suitable privy, the vault of which shall be con- 
structed of two inch plank or of brick or stone, 
and in such a manner as to be water tight. Such 
vault shall be sunk at least four feet below the 
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level of the ground, and the inside thereof shall 
be at least one foot from the line of every adjoin- 
ing highway, alley or lot, and whenever such 
vault is so situated that access from it can be 
obtained to a public sewer, it shall be so con- 
structed as to be drained into such sewer. No 
privy shall be emptied between the fifteenth day 
of June and the fifteenth day of September, un- 
less by the written permission of the mayor, an 
an alderman or a member of the board of health. 
Privies shall be emptied between the hours of 10 
p, m, and 4 a. m., and at no other time; provide 
ed, that privies may be emptied at any time witbr 
out permission, by what is known as .the "Pneu- 
matic odorless excavating proccbs." 

Sec. 9. The mayor, aldermen of the city, and 
members of the board of health shall have the 
power, a.nd it is hereby mOfde their duty, and the 
duty pf each of them, upon being satisfied that 
any store, manufactory, shop or dwelling house, 
as aforesaid, is not provided with a suitable privy, 
as provided in the last section, to notify, in writ- 
ing, the owner or occupant of such dwelling to 
construct such a privy, specifying the nature and 
kind thereof, within twenty days from the date 
of service of such notice; and if such owner or 
occupant neglects or refuses to comply with the 
requirements of such notiioe within the time 
specified, the common council may cause a suit- 
able privy to be constructed for said premises, 
and the expense thereof shall be charged as a 
special tax or assessment on the said buildings 
and grounds attached thereto, to be levied and 
collected in the same manner as provided by the

charter for other local improvements, the expense 
of which is made a charge upon the property 
specially benefitted thereby, according to the ben- 
efit derived therefrom. 

Sec. 10. Any cart, wagon or other vehicle 
used for the purpose of conveying away swill, 
ofifal or other garbage, shall be perfectly tight and 
covered so as to prevent the contents from leak- 
ing or spilling, and no such cart, wagon or vehi- 
cle, when not actually in use, shall be allowed to 
stand in any street, alley or public space within 
the city limits. 

Sec. 11. Any violation of or failure to comply 
with the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars and the costs of prosecution, and by im- 
prisonment in the jail of Bay county for a period 
not exceeding three months, or by either, in the 
discretion of the court ; and if only a fine and 
costs be imposed, the court may make a further 
sentence that the offender be imprisoned in the 
county jail until the pajrment thereof; provided, 
however, that the term of such imprisonment 
shall not exceed three months. 

Adopted July 13, 1885. 



An Ordinance relative to the removal of garbage. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City: 

Section 1. That it is hereby made the duty 
of the occupant or occupants of every dwelUng 
house or other building in the city of Bay City, 
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to provide a suitable tight box or other vessel, in 
which such occupant or occupants shall cause to 
be placed or deposited all the oflEal, garbage and 
kitchen refuse of the premises ; such occupant or 
occupants shall also cause the contents of such 
box or vessel to be taken twice in each week 
from the first of May to the first of November, 
and once in each week from the first of November 
to the first of May in each year » to some place with- 
out the Hmits of Bay City, and to be there deposit- 
ed ; .Provided^ however ^ That such garbage and of- 
fal may be burnt or incinerated upon the premises 
by permission of the health officer or any mem- 
ber of the board of health. 

Sec. 2. Any person faihng or neglecting to 
comply with the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine of not exceeding fifty 
dollars and the costs of prosecution and by im- 
prisonment in the county jail for a period not 
exceeding thirty days, or by either, in the dis- 
cretion of the court, and where only a fine and 
costs are imposed, the court may make a further 
sentence that the offender be imprisoned until 
the payment of such fine and costs, provided 
such imprisonment shall not exceed three 
months. 

Adopted July 13, 1886. 
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An ordinance to amend section 2 of an ordinance 
entitled 'An ordinance relative to the use and 
protection of streets, alleys, and .other public 
places/' adopted May i i, 1869. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
man Council of Bay City, That section 2 of an 
ordinance entitled " An ordinance relative to the 
use and protection of streets, alleys and other 
public places," adopted May 11, 1869, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows : 

Sec. 2. No person, company or corporation 
shall make any excavation or place any obstruc- 
tion, or lay or replace any pipes or place any 
poles in any of the streets or alleys or any pubhc 
space of Bay City, nor suspend any ropes or wire 
over said streets or alleys or any pubUc space, 
or shall dig or tear up any pavement, side or 
crosswalk, tapi or disturb any sewer, or dig any 
hole, ditch, drain or sewer in any street, alley or 
other public space ; or dig or extend any cellar 
up to or into any street or under any sidewalk, 
or otherwise disturb any street or alley without 
permission first obtained from the common coun- 
cil; and it shall be the duty of any person having 
such permission to first notify the chairman of 
the board of pubUc works before commencing 
such work, and any person digging or tearing up 
any pavement, side, or crosswalk, tap or disturb 
any sewer or dig any hole, ditch, drain or sewer 
in any street, alley or other pubhc space, shall 
as speedily as possible repair and put the same 
in as good order and condition as before ; and in 
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order to do this such person shall pound down 
the earth so as to make it firm and solid, and if 
the earth shall settle, such person shall fill the 
same from lime to time, as may be necessary. 
All such work as hereinbefore mentioned shall be 
done under the supervision of the city surveyor, 
and in such manner as the chairman of the board 
of public works shall direct, and to the entire 
satisfaction of said city surveyor and said chair- 
man of the board of public works; and the ex- 
pense of such work shall be borne by the person 
having such permission of the common council, 
and any person digging in any street, alJey or 
other pubUc space, or for any of the purposes 
hereinbefore mentioned, or for any purpose what- 
ever, shall erect and maintain a^ood and suffi- 
cient fence, railing or barrier, and on dark and 
cloudy nights maintain a sufiicient light around 
such excavation or obstruction in such a manner 
as to prevent accidents. Provided, however ^ 
The Bay City gas company, in the absence of 
such permission, shall make appUcation for the ' 

same to the chairman of the board of pubKc 
works, or to the street commissioner in the ab- 
sence of such permission of the common coun- j 
oil or chairman of board of pubKc works. | 
Adopted March 17, 1884. i 



An ojfduuiiice relative to scavengers. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City: 

Section 1. No person shall follow the busi- 
ness or occupation of a scavenger without first 
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obtaining a license therefor, to be issued as here- 
inafter provided. Each and every person so 
hcensed to follow the business or occupation of 
scavenger shall in the prosecution of said busi- 
ness conform to the provisions of an ordinance 
relative to nuisances and to the provisions of 
this ordinance and other ordinances of Bay City 
relating thereto, and the rules and regulations 
established by the board of health of Bay City, 
relative to the cleaning of privy vaults, the re- 
moval of night soil, oflPal, swill and garbage, and 
such other regulations as said board may estab- 
lish under the general powers conferred on them 
by the laws of this state and the ordinances of 
Bay City in relation to sanitary matters. 

Sec. 2. Each and every persou desiring to 
engage in the business or occupation of scaven- 
ger shall make a written applicabion to the com- 
mon council, setting forth the intention to en- 
gage in said business. Whenever such applica- 
tion shall have been granted by the common 
council and before a license shall be issued there- 
on, the appUcant or applicants shall execute a 
bond to Bay City in the penal sum of five hun- 
dred dollars, with one or more sufficient sureties, 
to be approved by the recorder of Bay City, con- 
ditioned that said applicant or applicants will, in 
all respects, comply with and faithfully observe 
all the requirements of the charter and ordinan- 
ces of Bay City relating to the business or occu- 
pation of a scavenger, and shall also pay into the 
treasury of Bay City, if a resident of Bay City, 
the sum of ten dollars per annum, and if not a

resident of .Bay City, the sum of fifty dollars per 
annum, as a license fee, before said license shall 
be issued. 

Sec. 3. Whenever said common council shall 
have granted said application for a license, upon 
presentation to said recorder of the bond herein- 
before provided for, and the receipt of the treas- 
urer of Bay City for the licgnse fee as above pro- 
vided for, the recorder shall issue to said appli- 
cant or applicants a license to engage in the busi- 
ness or occupation of a scavenger for the term of 
one year from the date thereof, which license 
shall be signed by the recorder and countersigned 
by the comptroller, and shall remain in force and 
be valid for the term of one year from the date 
thereof. All said licenses shall be recorded in a 
book to be kept for that purpose by said record- 
er. Nothing in this ordinance contained shall 
be construed to repeal, modify or aflPect in any- 
wise any licenses issued under the provisions of 
any previous ordinance of Bay City during the 
time for which they were issued. 

Sec. 4. Such scavengers,, under the direction 
of the health officer of the board of health of 
Bay City, shall have the power to enter upon 
any premises, between sunrise and sunset, and 
examine any vault, sink, privy or private drain. 

. Sec. 6. Whenever in the opinion of the board 
of health, or any member thereof, the sanitary 
policeman or any member of the common coun- 
cil, any sink, privy or private drain shall need 
cleaning, altering, relaying or repairing, in order 
to protect the public health, he shall notify in 
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writing the owner or occupant of the premises on 
which the same is situated to cause the same to 
be cleansed, altered, relaid or repaired within 
ten days from the date of service of such notice- 
In case of the neglect or refusal to comply with 
the requirements of such notice, the common 
council may order said sink, private drain or 
privy to be cleaned, altered, relaid or repaired, 
and assess the expense thereof on the lot or 
premises on which the same is situated, which 
assessment shall be a lien on such lot or prem- 
ises, and be levied and collected in the same 
manner as other special assessments for improve- 
. ments which are made a charge upon the proper- 
ty specially benefitted thereby. 

Sec. 6. Scavengers shall not empty or remove 
the contents of any tub, box, barrel, vault, sinks, 
privy, privy box, cess pool or private drain, and 
transport the same through any of the streets, 
alleys or other public places of the city of Bay 
City, otherwise than by means of some air-tight 
odorless apparatus, approved by the board of 
health, so as to prevent such contents as above 
mentioned from being agitated or exposed in the 
open air during said process of emptying, remov- 
al or transportation. Scavengers shall not dis- 
pose of such contents to any person or persons 
who intend to use the same for manure upon any 
garden or other grounds within the limits of Bay 
City; and all persons are hereby prohibited from 
using the contents of any privy for the purpose 
aforesaid within the limits of Bay City, and are 
also hereby expressly prohibited from burying 
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the contents of any privy vault in any private 
lot or public street, alley or space within the 
limits of Bay City. All persons are expressly 
prohibited from removing privies from one posi- 
tion on a lot to another position unless by writ- 
ten consent from the health officer or a member 
of the board of health. Such privy when re- 
moved to a new location, shall be thoroughly 
drained by connection with a sewer if practica- 
ble, and the old vault shall be emptied of its con- 
tents and filled with earth. 

Sec. 7. When requested, the scavengers shall 
cleanse or empty any vault, sink, private drain 
or privy, and remove any swill, offal, garbage, 
kitchen or garden refuse, and any and all nuisan- 
ces. They may demand and shall be entitled to 
receive their legal fees in advance. 

Sec. 8. The scavenger shall receive ten cents 
for each cubic foot of the contents of any sink, 
private drain, vault or privy, by them cleaned 
out or removed ; and for removing any dead dog, 
cat, hog or other animal, and for removing any 
swill, offal or other garbage, including kitchen 
or garden refuse, they shall receive such fees as 
may be from time to time fixed by resolution of 
the common council. 

Sec 9. Any violation of, or neglect or refusal 
to comply with the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine not to exceed one 
hundred dollars and cost of prosecution, and by 
imprisonment in the county jail for a term not 
to exceed sixty days, or by either, in the discre- 
tion of the court ; and when only a fine and costs 
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are imposed, the court may make a further sen- 
tence , that the offender be imprisoned in the 
county jail until the payment of such fine and 
costs for a period not exceeding three months. 

Sec. 10. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
conflicting herewith are hereby repealed. 

Adopted July 13, 1886. 



An Ordinance relative to cabs and public carriages. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City: 

Section 1. No person shall keep for hire with- 
in the limits of Bay City, any public carriage, 
cab, hackney coach, omnibus or other vehicle, 
without a license therefor from the city recorder. 

Sec 2. The city recorder is hereby authorized 
to grant Ucenses for the purpose aforesaid, to 
any resident of Bay City of the age of 21 years, 
or upwards, of good moral character, upon his 
paying into the city treasury the cost of said 
license, the cost of said license not to exceed the 
sum of two dollars for any vehicle drawn by two 
horses, and one dollar for any vehicle drawn by 
one horse, which license shall continue in force 
for one year, and be numbered consecutively. 

Sec. 3. Every conveyance licensed under this 
ordinance, whenever used, shall be provided with 
two lamps with plain glass fronts and sides, which 
lamps shall be lighted whenever used at night, 
and have the number of the license of each con- 
veyance painted in legible characters thereon, 
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to be placed in conspicuous places on the out-^ 
side of such conveyance, in such a manner that 
the same may be distinctly seen and read whether 
the conveyance is standing or in motion. 

Sec. 4. No driver or owner of any public con- 
veyance, while waiting for employment, shall re- 
fuse or neglect when applied to convey any per- 
son or persons to any place or places within Bay 
City, and on said person or persons being placed 
in such conveyance, the same shall be driven by 
the most direct and safe route to the place to 
which such person or persons wish to go, and 
not elsewhjBre ; and no driver or owner of any 
conveyance, except omnibuses, shall, without 
the consent of the person or persons therein, who 
first engaged such conveyance, place therein any 
other person or persons. 

Sec. 6. No owner or driver of any pubUc con- 
veyance shall suffer the animals attached thereto 
to remain in any street, square, lane or alley un- 
fastened without some proper person to take care 
of the same ; and no owner or driver of any pub- 
lic conveyance while waiting for employment on 
any street or dock, shall snap or flourish his whip 
or be guilty of any rude or boisterous conduct or 
language. 

Sec. 6. Every driver of any pubhc conveyance 
while the same is waiting for employment shall 
remain on or near the same, and shall so keep 
his carriage and horses that the same shall not 
obstruct the tiavel on any street, avenue or 
crosswalk, and all public conveyances while wait- 
ing for employment shall occupy such stands as 
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shall be designated by the common council, and 
whenever the said council shall designate such 
stands, it shall be the duty of the chief. of police 
to see that the orders and resolutions of the 
common council in the premises are enforced, 
and any driver or other person in charge of a 
public conveyance, who shall refuse or neglect 
to comply with the directions of the chief given 
in pursuance of such orders or resolutions, shall 
be punished in the manner prescribed in section 
twelve of this ordinance. 

Sec. 7. This ordinance shall apply to any car- 
riage which may at any time be placed on a pub- 
he stand for public hire, and to all omnibuses or 
carriages kept by . hotel keepers for the purpose 
of carrying passengers for hire to and from steam- 
boats and railroad depots or other places in said 
city, but shall not apply to buggies or carriages 
kept at any livery stable within this city. 

Sec. 8. No porter, runner, city expressman, 
carrier of baggage, nor owner or driver of any 
public carriage, cab, hackney coach, omnibus, 
dray, or other vehicle kept for hire, shall on the 
arrival of any steamboat or railroad car in Bay 
City, for a period of fifteen minutes thereafter, 
go upon or approach within twenty feet of the 
wharf or depot where such steamboat or railroad 
cars have made fast or stopped running, or are 
about to make fast or stop running, unless such 
porter, runner, city expressman, carrier of bag- 
gage, or owner or driver of any public carriage, 
cab, hackney coach, omnibus, dray, or other ve- 
hicle kept for hire be requested to move some

trunk or other baggage from some wharf or de- 
pot, in which case it shall be lawful to go near, 
in or upon such steamboat or depot for such pur- 
pose. 

Sec. 9. Any such owner, driver or person in 
charge of any public or private carriage, cab, 
omnibus, or other vehicle kept for hire, shall be 
entitled to charge for conveying any person and 
ordinary baggage any distance within the follow- 
ing described territory, to- wit : Within that part 
of the city lying south of the north boundary line 
and the center of Twenty-third street extending 
east to the city limits, 25 cents during the day 
time, and 60 cents during the night time; and 
within that part of the city lying north of the 
southern boundary line and the center of Twenty- 
third street extending east to the city limits, 25 
cents during the day time, and 50 cents during 
the night time ; and for that part of the city Ijring 
within the north boundary and south of the cen- 
ter of Twenty- third street extending east to the 
city limits, 50 cents during the day time and 75 
cents during the night time ; and for that part 
of the city lying within the south boundary and 
north of the center of Twenty-third street ex- 
tending east to the city limits, 50 cents during 
the day time, and 75 cents during the night time. 
Between the hours of 6 a. m. and 11 p. m. shall 
constitute the day time, and between the hours 
of 11 p. m. and 6 a. m. shall constitute the night 
time. Any such owner, driver, or person in 
charge of any such public or private carriage, 
cab, omnibus, or other vehicle kept for hire who 
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shall demand or charge more than the above 
rates, shall be liable to have his license revoked 
by order of the common council, and also to be 
punished as provided in section twelve (12) of 
this ordinance. 

Sec. 10. The city recorder is hereby author- 
ized to grant licenses to any person, a resident 
of Bay county, of 21 years of age or upwards, of 
good moral character, who during the week of 
Bay county agricultural society fair desires to 
carry passengers to and from the fair grounds, 
upon his paying into the city treasury the sum 
of twenty-five cents for each vehicle by him to 
be used for the purpose of carrying passengers 
during said week, and the person obtaining such 
license shall be subject to all the provisions of 
this ordinance not inconsistent herewith; such 
Ucense so issued shall be and remain in force for 
one week from the date thereof. 

Sec. 11. Every such owner, driver, or person 
in charge of any public or private carriage or 
other vehicle kept for hire, shall keep a copy of 
the tariflE fixed by this ordinance printed in large 
type posted or attached in a conspicuous place 
in every such vehicle. 

Sec 12. Any violation of or failure to comply 
with any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be punished by a fine not less than five dollars 
and not more than one hundred dollars and costs 
of prosecution, and in the imposition of any fine 
and costs the court may sentence the offender to 
imprisonment in the Bay county jail, until the 
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payment thereof, for a term not exceeding thirty 
days. 

Sec. 13. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistant with this ordinance are hereby re- 
pealed.

An ordinance to amend section two (2) of an ordi- 
nance entitled '' An ordinance relating to licenses 
for shows, exhibitions and theatrical entertain- 
ments, etc.," adopted June 12, 1871. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
mon Council of Bay City: That section two (2) of 
an ordinance entitled "An ordinance relative to 
licenses for shows, exhibitions, theatrical enter- 
tainments, etc.," adopted June 12, 1871, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows : 

Sec 2. Licenses may be granted and issued 
as hereinafter provided, upon payment by any 
person or persons applying therefor to the city 
treasurer, of the following sums, to- wit: For 
any circus, menagerie or caravan of animals, in- 
including each sideshow, exhibition or per- 
formance attending or travehng with such 
circus or menagerie, filty dollars for each 
day they shall exhibit or perform ; for every the- 
atrical or operatic exhibition, representation or 
play, or sleight of hand performance, twenty 
dollars for each week, or five dollars for each 
night, in case a license for less than one week is 
required ; for every other public exhibition, mu- 
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sical concert, entertainment or show, payment 
for which is demanded or received, three dollars 
for each entertainment, exhibition or concert; 
Provided^ however^ that upon special application' 
therefor to the common council, and upon the 
payment into the city treasury the sum of fifty 
dollars, a license may be issued to the owner, 
lessee or manager of any theatre or opera house 
in said city, permitting the use of such theatre 
or opera house for any performance, theatrical, 
musical or otherwise, that may occur therein, 
and the sum so paid and the license so issued 
shall be in lieu of any other sum or sums of 
money, and any other license or licenses, herein 
required, be paid and issued for any such per- 
formance; such license shall be valid and in 
force for the period of one year from the date 
thereof, and it shall be the duty of the person or 
persons receiving such license to see that all the 
requirements of this ordinance, relative to good 
order and to the character of the performances 
and exhibitions in such theatre or opera house, 
are complied with. 

Adopted January 21, 1884. 



An ordinance to amend section 9 of an ordinance 
entitled ''An ordinance relative to the use and 
protection of streets, alleys and other public 
places," adopted May M, 1869. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained by the Com- 
mon Council of Bay City^ That section 9 of an 
ordinance entitled "An ordinance relative to the 
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use and protection of streets, alleys and other 
public places," adopted May 11, 1869, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows : 

Sec. 9. No person shall ride or drive any 
horse or other animal through any street or ave- 
nue at a faster rate than eight miles an hour. 

Adopted February 11, 1884. 



An ordinance to provide for the inspection and man- 
agement of stationary and portable steam boilers, 
licensing engineers and the appointment of in- 
spectors. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City, 

Section 1. All stationary steam boilers, and 
ail steam boilers used with portable engines, 
operating in Bay City, and all steam generators 
except those used in private houses, shall be in- 
spected at least once in each year. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to operate any steam 
boiler above mentioned in this city, which has 
not been inspected as in this ordinance provided ; 
but this ordinance shall not apply to boilers in 
use on vessels and duly inspected by inspectors 
under the laws of the United States. 

Sec 2. No person shall have charge of, oper- 
ate or manage any steam boiler or generator 
described in the preceding section, without a 
license therefor from the inspector and recorder 
as hereinafter provided. 
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Sec. 3, In order to carry out the provisions 
of this ordinance, the common council shall ap- 
point an inspector of steam boilers, whose term 
of office shall be for three years, unless sooner 
removed by the common council for unfitness or 
neglect of duty, incompetency or malfeasance in 
office. Said inspector shall receive a salary, in 
lieu of all other compensation, of one thousand 
dollars per annum. Said inspector shall be a 
competent, practical engineer, a good judge of 
the construction of steam boilers and engines 
generally, and experienced in their operation and 
uses. He shall qualify, as provided by the charter, 
for other officers of the city appointed by the 
council, and shall, within ten days after his ap- 
pointment, furnish a bond to the city in the sum 
of ten thousand dollars, with two good sureties, 
to be approved by the recorder, for the faithful 
discharge of his duties. Said inspector shall 
have authority to employ an assistant?, when 
necessary, whose compensation shall be from 
time to time fixed by the common council, but 
shall not exceed three dollars per day. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the inspector 
of steam boilers to make a thorough examination 
and inspection of steam boilers mentioned in 
section one (1) of this ordinance, at least once in 
each year; the material used therein, and the 
pipes, valves, flues, tubes and appurtenances, 
construction and workmanship thereof; and 
shall, in such inspection, apply the hammer test, 
and also, when he deems it necessary, he shall 
subject all such boilers to the hydrostatic pres- 
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sure in the ratio of one hundred and fifty pounds 
of water pressure to one hundred pounds of 
steam pressure, as the working power allowed 
such steam boilers. And all material to be used 
hereafter in the construction of such boilers shall 
be at least fifty-five thousand pounds tensile 
strength. Whenever said inspector considers 
any such boiler defective in any particular and 
in any danger of exploding, he shall so state to 
the person in charge or to the owner thereof, and 
from thenceforth it shall be unlawful for such 
person in charge or owner to operate said boiler 
until properly repaired and a certificate issued by 
the inspector as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the inspector, 
after testing and examing every steam boiler and 
approving of the same, to issue a certificate to 
the owner or person constroUing the same, con- 
taining: a permit to use said boiler for one year 
from the date thereof, unless sooner found de- 
fective, and also to state the maximum pressure 
of steam which said boiler shall carry. Said cer- 
tificate shall be signed and verified by the oath 
of the inspector. 

Sec. 6. The said inspector shall demand and 
receive from, and the owner, owners or per- 
sons controlling the same, shall pay to said 
inspector, fees for inspecting boilers, as follows : 
For each boiler of fifty horse power or over, five 
dollars ; for each boiler less than fifty and over 
twenty horse power, four dollars; and for each 
boiler less than twenty horse power, three dol- 
lars. The fees so collected and received by the 
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said inspector shall be paid over by him monthly 
into the city treasury. 

Sec. 7. To enable him fully to discharge his 
duty, said inspector is hereby authorized to en- 
ter any building or place, where any boiler here- 
in mentioned may be in Bay City; Provided^ 
however^ that said inspector, when requested by 
owners in writing, may arrange time for boiler 
inspection when the same will least interfere 
with business. And any person hindering, im- 
peding or obstructing said inspector or his 
assistant in entering any such building or place, 
or in the performance of any duty by this ordi- 
nance imposed, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding ^300 and by imprisonment in the 
county jail for a period not exceeding ninety 
days, or by either, in the discretion of the court, 
together with costs of prosecution ; and if only a 
fine and costs be imposed, the court may further 
order that the offender be imprisoned until the 
payment thereof, provided such imprisonment 
do not exceed ninety days. 

Sec. 8. In case the owner or person in control 
of any boiler is aggrieved by the inspection or 
finding of said inspector, the matter in contro- 
versy, upon complaint to the mayor in writing 
within forty-eight hours, shall be determined by 
a board of arbitration consisting of three expert 
and*experienced engineers, one to be selected by 
the inspector, one by the party aggrieved, and the 
other by the two already selected. The said 
board shall give a full hearing to the said inspect- 
or and to the party aggrieved and to the wit- 
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nesses whom they may produce, and the finding 
of said board as to the matter in question shall 
be final and conclusive. 

Sec. 9. All persons desiring a license under 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall file an ap- 
plication therefor with said inspector, stating 
experience and qualifications, with the recom- 
mendation in each case of at least two well 
known citizens, showing good habits and char- 
acter. The said inspector shall carefujlly exam- 
ine each applicant as to his qualifications to 
operate and manage steam boilers and steam en- 
gines, and upon the termination of said examina- 
tion shall at once file with the recorder the 
application of the person examined, and his re- 
port as to the fitness and qualifications of such 
person to take charge of and operate steam boil- 
ers and engines, and his recommendation as to 
the issuing or not issuing of a license, to said 
applicant; and where said report recommends 
the issuing of a Ucense, it shall state what grade 
of license is to be issued to the apphcant, under 
which he shall operate. There shall be four 
grades of licensed engineers, to be known as 
first, second, third and fourth-class engineers. 
The first-class engineers shall be practically com- 
petent to operate a boiler of any capacity and 
pressure. The second-class engineers shall be 
competent to operate boilers of fifty horse 
power and under. The third-class engineers 
shall be competent to operate boilers of twenty 
horse power and under. And the fourth-class 
engineers shall be competent to operate boilers 
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that are under the charge of engineers of the 
first, second and third grades and those used 
for heating purposes. In case said report 
recommends the issuing of a hcense, the re- 
corder shall issue said license to the apph- 
cant or person delivering the same, accord- 
ing fco the terms and recommendation of the 
report, as to the fitness and qualifications of such 
person to take charge of and operate steam boil- 
ers and engines; which license shall be signed 
by the recorder and countersigned by the in- 
spector. Licenses so issued may be revoked or 
suspended by said inspector for good and suffi- 
cient cause. Each license shall be for the term 
of one year, and each engineer receiving a license 
shall pay therefor to the recorder, for the use 
and benefit of Bay City, license fees as follows : 
For a first-class engineer's license, three dollars ; 
for a second-class engineer's license, two dollars; 
for a third-class engineer's license, one dollar; 
for a fourth-class engineer's license, fifty cents. 

Sec. 10. Every owner or person in charge of 
steam boilers to whom a permit and certificate of 
inspection shall have been issued, according to 
the provisions of section five (6) of this ordi- 
nance, shall cause the same to be posted conspic- 
uously and maintained in the room, enclosure or 
space where said boiler is in use ; and every such 
owner or person in charge of any boiler required 
to be inspected, shall report the fact to such in- 
spector, within fifteen days after this ordinance 
shall take effect ; and in case of the setting up 
or operating of any other such boiler, the owner 
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or person in charge thereof shall forthwith re- 
port the fact to the inspector ; and every engi- 
neer or person receiving a license under this or- 
dinance shall cause the same to be conspicuous- 
ly displayed in the engine room or place where 
he is employed and actually works; and any 
owner or person in charge of such boiler, or any 
engineer who shall violate or fail to comply with 
the provisions of this section, shall be deemed to 
have forfeited his permit or certificate of inspec- 
tion or license respectively, and shall, on convic- 
tion thereof, be punished as provided in section 
twelve (12) of this ordinance ; and no owner or 
any other person having charge of or controlhng 
any such steam boiler, shall employ, or have in 
his employ, any person or engineer in charge of 
such boiler, unless such person or such engineer 
in charge of such boiler, shall have obtained a 
license from the boiler inspector as hereinbefore 
provided; and any person so offending, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be punished as provided in 
section twelve (12) of this ordinance. 

Sec. 11. The said inspector shall keep a com- 
plete record of his work, and shall at the end of 
each month report to the common council in de- 
tail the number and kind of boilers by him in- 
spected and approved or condemned, also the 
amount of fees by him received and paid into the 
treasury, together with such other information 
of importance as may be deemed necessary. At 
the end of each year he shall file a report show- 
the transactions of the office for the year. 

Sec. 12. Any violation of or neglect or refusal 
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to comply with any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
three hundred dollars and by imprisonment in 
the county jail for a period not exceeding ninety 
days, together with the costs of prosecution, or 
by either, in the discretion of the court ; and if 
only a fine and costs be imposed, the caurt may 
make a further sentence, that the offender be 
imprisoned in the county jail until the payment 
of such fine and costs, providing that the term 
of imprisonment do not exceed three months. 

Sec. 13. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
conflicting with this ordinance, and all previous 
ordinances relating to the inspection of boilers 
and licensing of engineers, heretofore adopted 
by the common council of Bay City and now in 
force, are hereby repealed; Provided^ That noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed or 
deemed to affect, impair or invalidate the ap- 
pointment of an inspector of boilers, made by the 
common council under the provisions of an ordi- 
nance entitled "An ordinance to provide for the 
inspection and management of stationary and 
portable steam boilers, licensing engineers, and 
the appointment of inspectors," adopted May 26, 
1884; nor to invalidate, impair or affect any law- 
ful acts done by said inspector under and by vir- 
tue of the provisions of said ordinance, nor any 
permits, licenses or certificates issued under and 
by virtue of the provisions thereof. 

Adopted October 12, 1885. 
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An Ordinance to provide for and regulate the weigh- 
ing of coal sold and delivered in the city of Bay 
City. 

It is hereby ordained by the Common Council of 

Bay City: 

Section 1. No person shall sell or deliver any 
coal within the limits of Bay City unless there 
shall be delivered to the person 'in charge of the 
wagon or conveyance used in delivering such 
coal, a certificate duly signed by the person sell- 
ing the same, and showing the weight of coal 
purporting to be delivered, the weight of the 
wagon or other conveyance used in such deUvery, 
the total weight of the coal and the conveyance, 
and the name of the purchaser. 

Sec. 2. No person in charge of a wagon or 
conveyance used in delivering coal, to whom the 
certificate specified in section (1) has been dehv- 
ered, shall neglect or refuse upon demand to ex- 
hibit such certificate to the sealer of weights and 
measures of Bay City where said sealer of weights 
and measures has been requested to inspect the 
same as provided in section (3) of this act, or to 
the purchaser of the coal being delivered ; and 
when said sealer or such person shall demand 
that the weight shown by such certificate be veri- 
fied, then it shall be the duty of the person de- 
livering such coal to convey the same forthwith 
to some scale (not in use by any person or firm 
engaged in carrying on the business of selling 
coal) nearest to the place of delivery, where con- 
sent can be obtained from the person in charge 
of such scale, and to permit the verifying of the 
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weight shown by the certificate; and shall after 
the delivery of such coal return forthwith with 
the wagon or conveyance used to the same scale 
and there verify the weight of such wagon or 
conveyance, and the person making the demand 
to have the weight of such coal, and of the con- 
veyance by which the same was delivered, veri- 
fied, shall pay the expense of procuring such veri- 
cation. Provided, however. That the expense 
thereof, shall not exceed the price of ten cents 
for each load of coal so delivered, including the 
weight of the conveyance with which the deliv- 
ery is made, where the demand is made by the 
purchaser of the coal ; and if any person in charge 
of such scale shall refuse to verify the weight of 
sach coal and the conveyance aforesaid for the 
price aforesaid, then the said verification shall be 
had upon what is known as the "city scales" at 
the public wood market in said city, and the sum 
of ten cents paid for each load as aforesaid. Pro- 
vided further, That if the sealer of weights and 
measures of said city shall demand that the 
weight shown by any such certificate be verified, 
then the person by whom the same is sold and 
the buyer shall each pay to the sealer of weights 
and measures ten cents for each load of coal, the 
certificate of which the said sealer shall demand 
the verification of as aforesaid, and said sealer 
making such demand shall pay the expense of 
verification of such certificate. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the sealer of 
weights and measures of this city, when request- 
ed in writing by the seller or purchaser of any 
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coal to be delivered in Bay City, to inspect or 
cause to be thoroughly inspected and tested, the 
weight of coal sold and delivered as aforesaid, 
and to take proceedings to enforce the provisions 
of this ordinance. 

Sec. 4. Any violation of, or neglect or refusal 
to comply with the provisions of this ordinance, 
and any person who shall deliver or attempt to 
deliver coal of less weight than that purporting 
to be delivered by the certificate aforesaid, shall 
be punished by a fine not to exceed fifty dollars 
and costs of prosecution, and by imprisonment 
in the county jail for a period not to exceed 
thirty days, or by either in the descretion of the 
court; and in imposing a fine and costs only, the 
court may impose a further sentence that the 
offender be imprisoned in the jail of Bay county 
until the payment of such fine and costs, pro- 
vided, the term of such imprisonment do not ex- 
ceed ninety days.
